Not only should the farmer ge to 
the fair, but he should take his family: 
If the farmer himself takes too little 
recreation, what shall be said of the 
faithful wife? Her life is a long 


round of hard work and she, more 
than all others, is entitled to enjoy 
the farmer’s annual festival. 

And still it is not enough for the far- 
mer and his family to go to the fair. 
It ought to be considered. not merely 
the privilege but the duty of every 
one to take something for exhibition. 
If the head of the family has nothing 
to take let the boys exhibit a colt, a 
fine calf, a lot of pigs, or some pro- 
duct of the fields. It is in this way 
that a successful fair is made. People 
alone, however good looking and inter- 
esting they may be, do not constitute 
a good agricultural show. 

An agricultural board cannot make 
a successful fair without the aid of the 

body ef the farming population. 

t is for the people themselves, by con- 

tributing to the various stalls, pens 

and departments, to make a grand 

aggregate to instruct and interest all 
who look on. 

The annual fair is, and ought to be, 
highly prized by the farmers. It is 
not only aschool where much that is 
useful can be learned, but it is an o- 
casion for social intercourse that is de- 
lightful. What can be more pleasant 
than to see the farming community 
exchange friendly greeti and talk 
over matters in which all have the 
deepest interest ? 

Let the annual fair be promoted in 

proper way. It is a bright and 
spot in the history of each year. 


Gathering Suiphurets. 

A GazETTE reporter, the other day, 
saw several men at work in the bed of 
the Carson river with a sluice-box 
like the old-fashioned “long-tom,” ex- 
cept that the holes in the bottom were 
hardly larger than the meshes of a 
30-screen. Underneath was a canvas 
incline with still steeper box on the 
sides. There was a ridge running the 
whole length of the canvas, making a 
gentle slope teward the small boxes or 
sluices, The sulphuret, from the tom 
sagged down into these side-boxes, 


while the heavier material worked its 


way down toward the end of the can- 
vas incline.
